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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant asserts that Takeda does not expressly disclose heating the sodium-iron compound in an inert atmosphere. Applicant argues 
that the Examiner's position with respect to the obviousness of an inert atmosphere to prevent oxygen and impurity reactivity with the 
compounds is erroneous. Specifically, sodium and iron are not susceptible to oxidization at temperatures less than 100C. This argument is 
not persuasive as the mixture is susceptible to oxidation at temperatures of 600 to 700 degrees, which are heating temperatures that the 
reference specifically discloses. Further,a constant inert atmosphere is reasonably expected through out the entire temperature range , 
heating below 100C and through out the course of a rising temperature from 400 to 900C. It is reasonable to expect that the skilled artisan 
would not change from an open to inert atmosphere in the mist of heating. The skilled artisan recognizes possible oxidation at high 
temperatures and the risk of impurity contamination through out heating. Therefore, it would be obvious to employ an inert atmosphere 
across the entire range. Further, the claim requires and inert atmosphere through out heating and a distinction is not made between the 
atmospheres above and below 100C. . 
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
